Casey High cheerleaders place in 
the top lOsguads at nationals

“We just got our feet wet!” 

A top 10 finish in the Universal Cheer 
Association (UCA) national competition 
has lit a fire in the hearts of the Casey 
County High School cheer squad and 
Coach Susan Stringer knows it will not 
be easily extinguished and is more than 
likely to grow. 

Thirty-three states were represented 
in Orlando at the National High School 
Cheerleading Championships last week¬ 
end. With around 500 teams present, 
Casey County was one of about a dozen 
Kentucky teams, but not one whom the 
other competitors were familiar. 

“We really did so well. We held our 
breath. We really thought we’d made

Casey leads 
6-county area 
in seat belt 
dismissals 

82 % of county's 
violations dismissed

“Buckle up Kentucky, it’s the law and 
it’s enforced” — but not so much in Casey 
County. 

Last year in Casey County District Court, 
of 119 seat belt violations before Judge Mi¬ 
chael Loy, 97 were dismissed. These were 
adult seat belt violations and not child re¬ 
straint violations. 

As to why Loy dismissed 82 percent of 
these cases, this is puzzling to law enforce¬ 
ment officers, especially on the state level. 

“More than 50 percent of fatalities occur 
when people are not wearing seat belts and 
that’s why this is the best ticket that a police 
officer can write, in my personal opinion,” 
said William Gregory, Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice Public Information Officer in Post 15 in 
Columbia. 

Loy said that he believes issuing a verbal 
warning to a first-time seat belt offender is 
enough. 

“For adults the first time, I give a warning 
and ask them not to do it again. The goal is 
to get them to start buckling up,” Loy said. 

However, while Loy may believe that 
a warning is sufficient to get violators to 
buckle up, statistics from district courts in 
surrounding counties seem to indicate that 
other judges don’t agree. 

In cases dismissed last year — Boyle 
County 3 percent, Lincoln County 6 per¬ 
cent, Taylor County 16 percent, and Russell 
County 22 percent — none come close to 
Casey County. 

Additionally, in Adair County where Loy 
also presides in Adair District Court, he dis¬ 
missed 38 percent of seat belt violations last 
year. 

Loy said that in his opinion, a warning 
carries the same weight as a monetary fine. 

“Maybe a warning will stick with them. 
It’s not to punish somebody who may have 
forgotten to put on a seat belt,” Loy said. 

Gregory disagrees. 

“Wearing a seat belt is the cheapest life 
insurance you can have. The numbers in¬ 
dicate that a failure to write a citation and 
then not have the courts enforce the citation 
enables the public to drive without fear of 
consequences which leads to a number of 
automobile fatalities,” Gregory said. 

According to the KSP, preliminary num¬ 
bers for 2011 indicate there were 720 fa¬ 
talities on Kentucky roadways. Of those, 49 
percent were not buckled up. 

Not wearing a seat belt in Kentucky is a 
primary violation — meaning an officer can 
cite someone solely for not wearing a seat 
belt — which carries a $25 fine and no court 
costs, which usually run $140.50. 

As to whether a verbal warning or a $25 
fine most impacts drivers, most Kentuckians 
buckle up.

Hoskins re-files for state office, this time for senate seat 


Faces stiff opposition 
from Pulaski County

Liberty resident Todd 
Hoskins filed Friday morn¬ 
ing to run for the state sen¬ 
ate seat in the 15th District 
which comprises Casey, 
Russell, Adair, and Pulaski 
counties. 

Hoskins, a Republican, 
faces heavy opposition in a 
bid for the seat now held by 
Vernie McGaha, R-Russell 
Springs. 

McGaha announced ear¬ 


lier this year that he will not 
seek re-election. 

If the current re-district¬ 
ing plan stands, Hoskins 
will face four Republican 
challengers in the May pri¬ 
mary, all from Somerset. 

Chris Girdler is a former 
field representative and 
current Deputy District Di¬ 
rector with Kentucky Con¬ 
gressman Hal Rogers. 

Hilda Legg, who ran un¬ 
successfully in the May 
2011 Republican primary in 
a bid to run for the Secre¬ 


tary of State’s office, threw 
her hat into the ring. 

Legg lost her primary 
race by less than 1,100 
votes to Bill Johnson, who 
lost in November’s general 
election to Democrat Alison 
Lundergran Grimes. 

Hoskins will also be chal¬ 
lenged by two Somerset at¬ 
torneys, A.C. Donahue and 
Mark F. Polston. 

Hoskins had recently 
filed to run in the 80th Ken¬ 
tucky House District under 
the new redistricting plan 
signed into law by Gov. 
Steve Beshear on Jan. 20. 

However, that redistrict¬ 
ing plan was thrown out 
by Franklin County Circuit 
Court Judge Phillip Shep¬ 
herd, effectively re-estab¬ 
lishing the districts in place 


before Jan. 20. 

Shepherd ruled the new 
districts are out of balance 
and needed to be redrawn to 
comply with the “one per¬ 
son, one vote” as mandated 
in federal and state law. 

Members of the Legisla¬ 
tive Research Committee 
filed an appeal of Shep¬ 
herd’s ruling on Monday 
with the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals which is expected 
to fast-track it directly to the 
Kentucky Supreme Court. 

With all the confusion and 
lawsuits and appeals, Hosk¬ 
ins said that he will remain 
focused on campaigning in 
the district where he’s regis¬ 
tered at the present time. 

Hoskins said he spent 
the better part of Monday 
in Russell Springs and Co¬ 


lumbia and was attending 
another event in Jamestown 
on that night. 

One of the things he’s 
hearing from voters con¬ 
cerns what’s going on in 
Frankfort. 

“The general public is 
disgusted with the whole 
process surrounding redis¬ 
tricting,” he said. 

In spite of facing heavy 
opposition, Hoskins re¬ 
mains positive about his 
chances of winning the May 
primary. 

“While I don’t have a lot 
of political experience, I 
have a lot of business expe¬ 
rience and common sense,” 
he said. “I’m a common 
man with common sense, 
and that’s what we need in 
Frankfort.”

'Click it'to 
save a life 


Recent statistics from the Kentucky State Police 
once again underscore the importance of wearing a 
seat belt in an automobile. 

Nearly half the people who died last year in Ken¬ 
tucky in auto accidents weren’t wearing seat belts. 

Further, research proves that nearly half of those 
who died might be alive today had they been wear¬ 
ing a seat belt. 

And for years, we’ve seen the emphasis on the na¬ 
tionwide “Click It or Ticket” campaign. 

But with all the research showing seat belts save 
lives and the incessant campaigns to get people to 
buckle up, we were shocked to learn that in 2011, 82 
percent of adult seat belt violations in Casey County 
District Court were dismissed with a verbal warn¬ 
ing. 

We believe this is wrong for several reasons, most 
notably because the state adopted the “Click it or 
Ticket,” and it’s the law — buckle up or pay up. 

For those who choose to violate the seat belt law, 
a $25 fine should await them in court. 

It’s also wrong to dismiss such a high percentage 
of seat belt tickets because it sends the message that 
a seat belt ticket in Casey County will likely result 
in a dismissal. 

We believe that a wallet or pocketbook that’s $25 
lighter carries more weight than a verbal warning. 

And it might just help remind a violator that click¬ 
ing a seat belt could save a life.

His lips quivered as tears 
moistened his eyes. But may¬ 
be that was just my imagina¬ 
tion. No, I could have sworn 
I saw his lower lip quivering. 
And no mistaking, I heard his 
voice cracking just a bit. 

It was all there—the sup¬ 
pression of grief, the futile 
effort to hold the emotions in 
check, the chin lowered to the 
chest—exposed. His mourn¬ 
ful tale has been told by oth¬ 
ers for eons: the friend who 
disappointed, a relationship 
destroyed, the future uncer¬ 
tain. 

And as he sulked away, dis¬ 
satisfied with explanations, I 
couldn’t help but hear Jimmy 
Ruffin singing his 1966 Mo¬ 
town hit, “What Becomes of 
the Broken Hearted?” 

And maybe Mick Jagger 
too, if not answering Ruf¬ 
fin’s question, at least offer¬ 
ing hollow consolation to the 
brokenhearted: “You can’t 
always get what you want/ 
But if you try sometimes/well 
you might find/You get what 
you need.” 

Unfortunately, there’s usu¬ 
ally an enormous stretch be¬ 
tween getting what you want 
and accepting what you need. 
Broken relationships can pain 
the heart, sear the emotions, 
and tear asunder an otherwise 
intact character. 

Some relationships are un¬ 



healthy and even toxic. It’s 
not always easy and often 
takes courage to walk away 
from an abusive relationship, 
regardless of whether the 
abuse is verbally or physi¬ 
cally administered. 

And then some relation¬ 
ships end because of dis¬ 
appointment in the people 
involved. Sometimes friend¬ 
ships end abruptly; other 
times they die ever so slowly. 
Some can be repaired; more 
often, they remain severed. 

How can we weather the 
storms of a broken relation¬ 
ship and at least allow for the 
possibility of healing? 

Here are some ABC’S for a 
fractured relationship: 

Admit to your part for any 
damaged emotions. Readily 
claim responsibility for your 
mistakes in the relationship. 
Shirking accountability sty¬ 
mies further personal growth. 
Is it remotely possible that 
you are not perfect and that 
the other person may not be 
totally wrong? Even if it is 
not feasible or appropriate to 
speak personally with the of¬ 
fended person, evaluating and 


admitting, if only to yourself, 
your own shortcomings will 
make fruitful relationships 
more likely in the future. 

Be your better self. Rather 
than descending to the lowest 
common denominator of raw 
emotion verbalized in hurt¬ 
ful words, expressed in un¬ 
kind actions, and enacted in 
retributive behavior patterns, 
be the best you can be. Rise 
above the flack. 

Compassion is best ex¬ 
pressed in the action of one 
four-letter word: L-O-V-E. 
Try sensing how the other 
person might feel. Rarely is 
anyone totally base. At least 
try to imagine the loss they 
might be experiencing. Res¬ 
toration may not be advisable, 
but love in some form might 
be available. A compassion¬ 
ate heart comes as we walk 
through our own experiences 
of pain and loneliness. 

Henri Nouwen spoke of 
this loneliness and how em¬ 
bracing it can become part of 
our journey towards healing 
hurt emotions. 

In his essay, “Stay with 
your Pain,” he wrote: “It is 
not easy to stay with your 
loneliness. The temptation 
is to nurse your pain or to 
escape into fantasies about 
people who will take it away. 
But when you can acknowl¬ 
edge your loneliness in a safe, 


contained place, you make 
your pain available for God’s 
healing.” 

What then becomes of the 
broken hearted who may not 
get what they want but what 
they need? It all depends on 
whether they allow their open 
wounds to be immersed in 
the healing waters of God’s 
grace. 

That healing may not 
come all at once, but it ever 
so surely flows to those who 
venture reconciliation with 
God, themselves, and oth¬ 
ers. “I am the Lord who heals 
you,” (Exodus 15:26), God 
reminded the wounded nation 
of Israel. 

It’s in the midst of the bro¬ 
kenness and strife that we may 
find some kind of peace of 
mind, maybe — for after all, 
if life is to be lived, it must be 
lived in the midst of the failed 
relationships, forced alien¬ 
ation, and damaged emotions 
of broken hearted people. If 
peace can’t be found there, 
it won’t be found — for the 
world of the broken hearted is 
the world we live in. 

And what becomes of the 
broken hearted is what be¬ 
comes of us.

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Warm winter weather not a nuisance 


January's average 
temperature in Casey 
at 38.9 degrees

Up until colder tempera¬ 
tures and a light dusting of 
snow hit the area last week¬ 
end, for the most part, the 
winter of 2011-12 has been 
a mild one. 

According to Kentucky 
Mesonet data, the average 
temperature for January in 
Casey County was 38.9 de¬ 
grees, up about nine degrees 
for the same period in 2010 
and 2011. 

For the month of Febru¬ 
ary, the daily average tem¬ 
perature — through Feb 13 
— is the same as in January. 

And while warmer tem¬ 
peratures have seen changes 
for some, for others, it’s 
business as usual. 

Lisa Mann, Assistant 
Director of the Lake Cum¬ 
berland Community Action 
Agency in Jamestown, ad¬ 
ministers the Low Income 
Home Energy Assistance 
Program (LIHEAP). 

“Our numbers are about 
the same as last year,” Mann 
said, referring to the number 
of applications received for 
heating assistance. 

Mann said that from early 
January when the crisis por¬ 
tion of the assistance pro¬ 
gram begins, 494 applica¬ 
tions in Casey County have 
been approved for $93,968 
compared to 575 applica¬ 
tions received in 2011 re¬ 
sulting in $121,329 in assis¬ 
tance. 

Mann said that based on 
average daily spending, LI¬ 
HEAP should have funds 
until March 15 or 20. 

Even though temperatures 
have risen, so has the cost of

fuel oil, electricity and natu¬ 
ral gas used to heat homes. 

“People still need to heat 
their homes and they’re com¬ 
ing in for help,” she said. 

But even with higher fuel 
costs, warmer temperatures 
have translated into savings, 
especially for some of the 
county’s largest energy con¬ 
sumers. 

Greg Scholl, energy 
manager for the Casey, Pu¬ 
laski and Rockcastle school 
districts, said that the five 
schools in the district are 
saving money on electricity 
and gas costs. 

According to Deena Ran¬ 
dolph, Manager of District 
Wide Services, natural gas 
bills fell from $61,681 in 
2009 to $53,593 last year. 

Although electricity con¬ 
sumption in the district’s 
five schools declined by 
400,000 kilowatt hours from 


2009 to 2011, the annual bill 
increased from $405,702 in 
2009 to $410,349 last year. 
The increase was due to es¬ 
calating rate hikes, Scholl 
said. 

However, had the schools 
not conserved electricity, the 
bill would have been much 
higher, Scholl said. 

And with warmer weather 
and only one snow day tak¬ 
en for the school district this 
year, barring a major snow 
storm resulting in school clo¬ 
sures, the last day of school 
should be in mid-May, said 
Director of Pupil Personnel 
Kevin Stephens. 

No snow in the county 
also translates into substan¬ 
tial savings for the county’s 
road department. 

During the period from 
October through the mid¬ 
dle of February, the county 
spent $9,656.34 on road salt 


compared to $25,590.76 a 
year ago. 

Additionally, overtime 
for the road department this 
year is $484.47 compared to 
$7,392.48 for last year. 

Still, given the vagaries 
of Kentucky’s weather, resi¬ 
dents, especially farmers, 
need to wait and plant crops 
like they do almost every 
year. 

“People don’t need to get 
edgy about getting crops 
out too early, like in late 
March,” said Will Stallard, 
University of Kentucky 
Agriculture Specialist for 
Casey County. 

Stallard said that in March 
several years ago, there was 
a bad late freeze that could 
have severely damaged 
crops. 

“It’s better to wait for the 
regular planting dates of 
mid-April,” he said.

Data from a 2011 study 
conducted by the Kentucky 
Transportation Center at 
the University of Kentucky 
show that 82.2 percent of 
Kentuckians use seat belts 
— almost doubling the 42 
percent usage rate in 1993. 


Still, officers will continue 
to look for seat belt viola¬ 
tions. 

Liberty Police Chief Ste¬ 
ven Garrett said that his de¬ 


partment will participate in 
a checkpoint campaign this 
spring to look for seat belt 
violators. 

“While seat belt usage is 
up, we’ll be emphasizing 
a ‘Click It or Ticket’ cam¬ 
paign in May where we’ll be 
checking for seat belt viola¬ 
tors,” Garrett said. 

But it’s not ah about writ¬ 
ing tickets. 

“We just want to make a 
difference in these people’s 
safety,” Garrett said. 


Appeal of redistricting ruling could cost $220K in legal fees

The battle over Kentucky’s 
newly-drawn legislative dis¬ 
tricts went to the state Su¬ 
preme Court on Monday at a 
potential cost of $220,000 in 
legal fees, most of that to be 
footed by taxpayers. 

The Legislative Research 
Commission, which repre¬ 
sents House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo and Senate Presi¬ 
dent David Williams in de¬ 
fending the districts from a 
constitutional challenge, has 
budgeted $95,000 for Louis¬ 
ville attorney Sheryl Snyder, 
although it may end up pay¬ 
ing less depending on how 
much work is necessary. 

Secretary of State Alison 
Lundergan Grimes and the 
state Board of Elections, 
also defendants, have bud¬ 
geted $50,000 for the law 


firms of Tachau Meek in 
Louisville and Britton Os¬ 
borne Johnson in Lexington. 
Those legal fees will be paid 
with public funds. 

House Republicans, who 
brought the lawsuit, said they 
are privately raising funds to 
pay for their lawyers at Fultz 
Maddox Hovious & Dickens 
in Louisville. 

“Our attorneys told us to 
look at a budget of $75,000,” 
House Republican Leader 
Jeff Hoover, R-Jamestown, 
said Monday. “We’ve been 
asking people to help, in¬ 
cluding friends of members 
who are going to be adverse¬ 
ly affected by the changes in 
district lines.” 

The Kentucky Court of 
Appeals on Monday said the 
state’s highest court should 
hear the redistricting case 
because it is “of great and 
immediate public interest.” 

Earlier Monday, Snyder, 


representing legislative lead¬ 
ers, asked the appellate court 
to set aside Franklin Circuit 
Judge Phillip Shepherd’s or¬ 
der that declared the districts 
unconstitutional. 

The appeal also asked the 
court to overturn Shepherd’s 
ruling that election officials 
must use district lines drawn 
in 2002 in this year’s state 
legislative elections. 

In his appeal, Snyder ar¬ 
gued that the General As¬ 
sembly districts drawn this 
year in House Bill 1 adhere 
to U.S. Supreme Court rul¬ 
ings that say the largest 
district in population must 
be no more than 10 percent 
larger than the district with 
the smallest population. 

Shepherd tossed out the 
new boundaries, saying the 
districts varied too much 
from the ideal size and too 
many counties were split 
among legislative districts. 


Snyder said the appeal 
should go immediately to 
the Supreme Court. 

The case has created un¬ 
certainty among legislators 
in knowing exactly which 
districts they will be run¬ 
ning from in this year’s 
elections. 

There have already been 
three filing deadlines for 
legislative candidates. The 
last one on Feb. 10 was for 
districts drawn in 2002. 

The legislate map in HB 
1 was challenged by House 
Republicans and Demo¬ 
cratic state Sen. Kathy Stein 
of Lexington, whose district 
initially was moved from in¬ 
ner Lexington to northeast¬ 
ern Kentucky. It is back in 
Lexington under Shepherd’s 
order, which legislative 
leaders are appealing.

Preliminary statistics* in¬ 
dicate that three people died 
in three separate crashes on 
Kentucky roadways from 
Monday, Feb. 6, through 
Sunday, Feb. 12, 2012. 

Two of the fatalities in¬ 
volved motor vehicles and 
one victim was not wearing 
a seat belt. Single-fatality 
crashes occurred in Daviess 
and Laurel counties. 

One ATV involved crash 
occurred in Carter County 
and the victim was not wear¬ 
ing a helmet. 

Through Feb. 12, 2012, 
preliminary statistics* indi¬ 
cate that 68 people have lost 
their lives on Kentucky road¬ 
ways during 2012. This is 2 
more fatalities than reported 
for the same time period in 
2011 . 

There have been 61 mo¬ 
tor vehicle fatalities and 33 
of those victims were not 
wearing seat belts. Six of 
those crashes involved a 
commercial motor vehicle. 
Two crashes involved a mo¬ 
torcycle and one victim was 


not wearing a helmet. One 
crash involved an ATV and 
the victim was not wearing 
a helmet. 

Four crashes involved a 
pedestrian. Eleven deaths 
have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting 
erratic drivers to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police toll-free 
at 1-800-222-5555. Callers 
will remain anonymous and 
should give a description of 
the vehicle, location, direc¬ 
tion of travel and license 
number if possible. 

*These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits 
for all local law enforcement 
agencies throughout the 
state to report any crashes 
and fatalities that may have 
occurred in their areas.

How to help elderly drivers limit or stop driving 


Dear Savvy Senior, 

I’m worried about my 
father’s driving. At age 84, 
his driving skills have di¬ 
minished significantly, but I 
know he’s bound and deter¬ 
mined to keep going as long 
as he’s alive. What tips can 
you recommend that can 
help me help my dad stop 
driving?

Does he re¬ 
act slowly? Does he get dis¬ 
tracted or confused easily? 
Also, has your dad had any 
fender benders or tickets 
lately, or have you noticed 
any dents or scrapes on his 
vehicle? These, too, are red 
flags. 


Dear Nervous, 

For many families, telling 
an elderly parent it’s time 
to give up the car keys is a 
very sensitive and difficult 
topic. While there’s no one 
simple way to handle this 
issue, here are a number of 
tips and resources you can 
try to help ease your dad 
away from driving. 


Take a Ride 

To get a clear picture of 
your dad’s driving abilities, 
the first thing you need to 
do is take a ride with him 
watching for problem areas. 
For example: Does he drive 
too slow or too fast? Does 
he tailgate or drift between 
lanes? Does he have diffi¬ 


Start Talking 

After your assessment, 
you need to have a talk 
with your dad about your 
concerns, but don’t sound 
alarmed. If you begin with a 
dramatic outburst like “Dad, 
you’re going to kill some¬ 
one!” you’re likely to trig¬ 
ger resistance. Start by gen¬ 
tly expressing that you’re 
worried about his safety. 

For tips on how to talk to 
your dad about this touchy 
topic, the Hartford Financial 
Services Group and MIT 
AgeLab offers some guides 
titled “Family Conversa¬ 
tions with Older Drivers” 
and “Family Conversations 
about Alzheimer’s Disease, 
Dementia & Driving” that 
can help, along with a online 
seminar called “We Need to 


Talk” that was produced by 
AARP. To access these free 
resources, visit safedriving- 
foralifetime.com. 

Like many elderly se¬ 
niors, your dad may not 
even realize his driving 
skills have slipped. If this 
is the case, consider signing 
him up for an older driver 
refresher course through 
AARP (aarp.org/drive, 888- 
227-7669), your local AAA 
or a driving school. 

By becoming aware of 
his driving limitations, your 
dad may be able to make 
some simple adjustments - 
like driving only in daylight 
or on familiar routes - that 
can help keep him safe and 
driving longer. Or, he may 
decide to hang up the keys 
on his own. 


Refuses To Quit 


If, however, you believe 
your dad has reached the 
point that he can no longer 
drive safely, but he refuses 
to quit, you have several 
options. One possible solu¬ 
tion is to suggest a visit to 
his doctor who can give him 
a medical evaluation, and if 


warranted, “prescribe” that 
he stops driving. Older peo¬ 
ple will often listen to their 
doctor before they will lis¬ 
ten to their own family. 

If that doesn’t do it, ask 
him to get a comprehensive 
driving evaluation done by 
a driver rehabilitation spe¬ 
cialist - this can cost sev¬ 
eral hundred dollars. A driv¬ 
ing evaluation will test your 
dad’s cognition, vision and 
motor skills, as well as his 
on-road driving abilities. To 
locate a specialist in your 
area, contact the Associa¬ 
tion of Driver Rehabilita¬ 
tion Specialists (driver-ed. 
org, 866-672-9466) or the 
American Occupational 
Therapy Association (aota. 
org/older-driver). 

If he still refuses to move 
to the passenger seat, call 
your local Department of 
Motor Vehicles to see if they 
can help. Or, call in an at¬ 
torney to discuss with your 
dad the potential financial 
and legal consequences of 
a crash or injury. If all else 
fails, you may just have to 
take away his keys. 


Arrange Transportation 

Once your dad stops driv¬ 
ing he’s going to need other 
ways to get around, so help 
him create a list of names 
and phone numbers of fam¬ 
ily, friends and local trans¬ 
portation services that he 
can call on. To locate com¬ 


munity transportation ser¬ 
vices call the Area Agency 
on Aging. Call 800-677- 
1116 for contact informa¬

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Argument results 
in shooting death 

ADAIR COUNTY — A Campbellsville 
man, Edward Strickel, 42, is dead over what 
police say was a gun deal gone bad. 

According to a Kentucky State Police 
report, troopers were called to 156 Poplar 
Court in Columbia on Feb. 4 at around 10 
p.m. to investigate a shooting. 

The report states that Shekel was at Ralph 
Mercer’s home discussing the purchase of a 
firearm. 

Police say the purchase led to a disagree¬ 
ment and that Shekel allegedly pointed a 
gun at Mercer. Mercer, 60, then allegedly 
fired a round from his own gun, striking 
Shekel in the chest. 

Mercer then called 911 to report the 
shooting. Shekel was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

Charges have not yet been filed pending 
completion of the investigation and a grand 
jury hearing. 

An autopsy was scheduled to be per¬ 
formed the next day at the medical exam¬ 
iner’s office in Louisville. KSP Detective 
Russell Decker is investigating. 

Danville man flees 
police, crashes 

BOYLE COUNTY - Dylan Lemar 
Naylor, 20, was told to leave a classroom 
at Bluegrass Community College when he 
was seen doing “inappropriate things.” He 
refused to leave the campus and was seen 
wandering around a parking lot waving his 
arms so police were called. A Boyle County 
deputy arrived at the scene shortly thereaf¬ 
ter but Naylor had already left. 

A Danville police officer responding to 
another call noticed a 1995 gold Honda 
Accord driving in the center median lane 
of Lebanon Road and passing other cars. 
The officer tried to stop the driver, later 
identified as Naylor, but he refused and be¬ 
gan driving more recklessly at a high rate 
of speed onto Perryville Road and Maple 
Avenue. He then drove onto U.S. 127 and 
continued driving northbound towards Har- 
rodsburg. 

In Anderson County, Naylor lost control 
of his car. The car flipped and Naylor was 
ejected. He was transported to the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky Medical Center with seri¬ 
ous injuries. 

Naylor faces charges of driving under 
the influence, wanton endangerment, flee¬ 
ing and evading, possession of marijuana, 
possession of drug paraphernalia, improper 
passing, and tampering with physical evi¬ 
dence.

Marion Fiscal Court approves 
$4,000 for animal shelter 


MARION COUNTY - Marion County 
citizen June Sooter appealed to the Marion 
County Fiscal Court to assist the Marion 
County Animal Shelter and its employees 
who have been overwhelmed with animals 
in recent months. 

More than 130 dogs have been dumped in 
Marion County during the past two months 
following accusations of mistreatment of 
animals at the Taylor County shelter. 

Marion County Judge/Executive John G. 
Mattingly said the court is prepared to step 
up and help. He said they have received a 
request for roof work and additional sup¬ 
plies. 

Kay Turpin, an employee of the shelter, 
said that numbers of animals in the shelter 
are almost back to normal but the shelter 
still needs kennels, cages, a cat and puppy 
bank, and tarpaulins as covering for out¬ 
door kennels. 

Magistrate John Arthur Elder III said the 
fiscal court didn’t want anyone thinking the 
court doesn’t support the shelter or its em¬ 
ployees but they can only do what they (the 
court) have been asked to do. 

Magistrate Roger “Cotton” Smothers 
added that the county may be putting up 
cameras to catch people dumping dogs, and 
the county is willing to prosecute individu¬ 
als caught abandoning animals. The mag¬ 


istrates also approved providing a reward 
of up to $1,000 for information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of anyone found 
dumping animals in the county. The Hu¬ 
mane Society of the United States is also 
providing a $2,500 reward. 

In the end, the court voted 4-0 in favor 
of spending up to $4,000 for improvements 
and supplies at the shelter. 

Somerset poised to be energy 
hub of Kentucky 

PULASKI COUNTY - The city of Som¬ 
erset is building an $8.5 million computer¬ 
ized energy hub this fall. In addition, they 
are constructing a $2.5 million cryogenic 
natural gas stripping plant in Clay County 
to go along with the natural gas stripping 
plant near the Pulaski-Laurel County line. 

When the byproducts are removed from 
natural gas, the quality of the natural gas 
increases, bringing it to the standards re¬ 
quired by interstate gas transmission com¬ 
panies. In addition, the byproducts can be 
sold for around 80 percent of the price of 
crude oil, which is now at around $100 a 
barrel. Somerset Mayor Eddie Girdler said 
that the byproducts from the new stripping 
plant in Clay County should bring no less 
than $5 million in revenue to the city in the 
next two or three years. 

Gas company manager, Dan Henderson, 
explained that Somerset is in a unique posi¬ 
tion in that its natural gas pipeline to the 
Texas Eastern terminal in Casey County 
crosses two other interstate transmission 
lines. It gives Somerset Gas Service points 
of connection with three major national gas 
transmission companies. 

Girdler stated that natural gas is being 
promoted as the energy of the future and 
might replace coal as the energy source in 
future electric generating plants built in 
Kentucky. He said that Somerset’s natural 
gas business has grown to the point that it 
can make a major impact on Kentucky and 
the United States. He also predicted the nat¬ 
ural gas expansion will create as many as 
2,000 jobs in the region, mostly from Som¬ 
erset east to Virginia and West Virginia. 

According to Girdler, the project had its 
beginning during the mid-1970s when the 
city built a natural gas pipeline to Eastern 
Kentucky and a parallel pipeline west to 
the Texas Eastern Transmission terminal 
in Casey County. The original natural gas 
pipeline to Leslie County has been profit¬ 
able, providing natural gas transmission out 
of previously landlocked wells in Eastern 
Kentucky, and a dependable source of natu¬ 
ral gas for Somerset. 

In a final statement, Girdler said they 
could let the pipeline languish or they 
could move to become the energy hub of 
Kentucky, thus helping the environment 
and making Kentucky less dependent on 
foreign oil. 

Woman hits McDonald's 
then flees 

RUSSELL COUNTY - Nina A. Car¬ 
lisle, 28, of Russell Springs was arrested 
after crashing her car into the McDonald’s 
building in Campbellsville and then fleeing 
the scene. 

According to a Campbellsville police 
report, officers stopped the vehicle that 
fled the scene. They arrested Carlisle and 
charged her with disorderly conduct, resist¬ 
ing arrest, illegal possession of prescription 
blanks, leaving the scene of an accident, 
driving a motor vehicle on a suspended li¬ 
cense, and DUI. 

Barbara A. Williams, 41, also of Russell 
Springs, was a passenger in Carlisle’s car. 
She was arrested and charged with illegal 
possession of a legend drug and public in¬ 
toxication. 

Both women were lodged at the Taylor

KSP reports increase in rate of fatalities 


The rate of fatalities on 
Kentucky’s roadways has in¬ 
creased in 2012, according to 
preliminary numbers from the 
Kentucky State Police. There 
were 64 fatalities as of Feb. 
9, five more than at the same 
time last year. 

“Although it is still early, 
we want to be proactive in 
addressing this increase in 
highway deaths on Kentucky 
roadways,” said KSP Spokes¬ 
person Lt. David Jude. 

Of the 64 people killed so 
far this year, 31 were not wear¬ 
ing seat belts and nine died in 
crashes involving alcohol. 

“With the decent winter 
weather, more people have 
been traveling our roadways, 
which might explain the fatal¬ 
ity increase,” said Kentucky 
Office of Highway Safety 
(KOHS) Director Bill Bell. 
“However, it does not explain 


why people are not making 
safe decisions when they get 
behind the wheel.” 

Statistics from the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration (NHTSA) in¬ 
dicate that seat belts, when 
worn correctly, reduce the risk 
of fatalities by 45 percent for 
front-seat vehicle occupants, 
and by 60 percent for pickup 
truck, SUV and minivan oc¬ 
cupants. Also according to 
NHTSA, regular seat belt use 
is the single most effective 
way to protect against and re¬ 
duce fatalities in motor vehicle 
crashes. 

“KSP wants to remind mo¬ 
torists not to become compla¬ 
cent when it comes to highway 
safety. We plan to be vigilant 
in enforcing seat belt laws and 
will continue targeting im¬ 
paired drivers who endanger 
the fives of others,” said Jude. 


The KOHS offers various 
highway safety educational 
programs to the public and dis¬ 
tributes federal highway safety 
grants to state and local high¬ 
way safety agencies. It annual¬ 
ly partners with state and local 
law enforcement to promote 
the national Click It or Ticket 
seat belt campaign and Drive 
Sober or Get Pulled Over im¬ 
paired driving campaign. 

“Our office will continue 
working with highway safety 
agencies across the state to 
educate everyone on the ben¬ 
efits of safe driving habits,” 
said Bell. 

A final total will not be 
available until April 2, but 
preliminary numbers for 2011 
indicate there were 720 fatali¬ 
ties on Kentucky roadways. 
Of those, 49 percent were not 
buckled up and 16 percent in¬ 
volved alcohol.

Redistricting, prescription drug bills take 
center stage in legislative session 


When the General As¬ 
sembly began the legislative 
session last month, there was 
already broad agreement on 
what the three biggest issues 
would be: Writing state gov¬ 
ernment’s budget; realign¬ 
ing legislative and Kentucky 
Supreme Court districts; and 
limiting if not stopping pre¬ 
scription drug abuse. 

Last week, the latter two 
took center stage. 

On Monday, Gov. Beshear 
held a press conference to 
highlight the broad, bipar¬ 
tisan support behind stop¬ 
ping the illegal flow of pre¬ 
scription drugs. The event 
featured legislative leaders 
from the House and Senate 
and representatives from key 
support groups. 

There is no shortage of 
evidence showing that we 
are truly facing an epidemic. 
Kentucky has a much higher 
rate of abuse than the nation¬ 
al average, and the numbers 
of those dying annually from 
prescription drug overdoses 
far outpaces those dying on 
our highways. Many of our 
prisoners, meanwhile, are 
there because of crimes tied 
one way or another to these 
drugs. 

Under House Bill 4, the 
state would take a much 
more pro-active approach. In 
short, this bill would make 
it easier for law enforce¬ 
ment and medical licensure 
boards to find exactly where 
this abuse is taking place and 
then stop it. 

It would begin doing 
that by moving the state’s 
KASPER program - which 
monitors prescription drug 
use - from the Cabinet for 
Families and Health Servic-

es to the Attorney General’s 
office and expanding access 
to our local prosecutors. 

All prescribers would 
also be required to take part, 
which would dramatically 
increase KASPER’s useful¬ 
ness. Currently, less than 
half of our pharmacists and 
doctors are enrolled. 

This blanket coverage 
would make it significantly 
harder for abusers to doctor 
shop, and it would severely 
limit the ability of rogue doc¬ 
tors to prescribe such drugs 
as OxyContin with little to 
no patient oversight. 

We are very conscious 
of not hindering patients in 
need or doctors acting in 
good faith. Steps are being 
taken to keep that from hap¬ 
pening. 

As this legislation begins 
moving forward, the General 
Assembly’s plan to redistrict 
its population boundaries 
took what can be called a 
sideways step on Tuesday 
last week, when a judge set 
the stage for more review of 
the plan that became law last 
month. As a result, he said 
that, in the meantime, can¬ 
didates will run in the same 
House and Senate districts 


that have been in place for 
the last decade. 

I have no problem with 
this decision, because I have 
thoroughly enjoyed repre¬ 
senting my constituents. 
However, I also agree with 
House and Senate leaders 
that it’s important for the 
Kentucky Supreme Court to 
determine if the new plan is 
indeed constitutional; if it’s 
not, we need the court to 
give us more concrete guide¬ 
lines on how to proceed next. 
Eventually, a plan must be 
adopted so the legislature’s 
districts are again roughly 
the same size population- 
wise and meet other legal 
requirements. 

In another redistricting 
matter, the House and Senate 
agreed on Friday on a map 
for Kentucky’s six congres¬ 
sional seats. This formal¬ 
ized a plan House leaders 
had offered, and assuming it 
becomes law, it will set the 
boundaries for the next de¬ 
cade. Although many citizens 
won’t see a change, there 
were some modifications in 
the central and northeastern 
sections of the state. 

While redistricting and 
combating prescription drug 
abuse dominated the news, 
the House voted for several 
other bills this past week that 
would be beneficial if they 
become law. 

House Bill 308, for ex¬ 
ample, would provide more 
state oversight of our for- 
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profit colleges, making them 
more accountable to those 
they serve. 

House Bill 37, meanwhile, 
would create “districts of in¬ 
novation” for schools that 
want to try a different ap¬ 
proach to improve learning. 
This would give them the 
ability to do such things as 
lengthen the school calendar 
and provide more alternative 
programs for students in the 
evening. 

For now, the legislative 
session will reach its half¬ 
way point this week, al¬ 
though much of our work 
still remains in front of us.

Domestic violence can take many forms

When most people hear the 
words “domestic violence,” 
their minds immediately go to 
physical violence. They think 
of pictures they have seen of 
women with black eyes and 
broken bones who have been 
physically harmed by an in¬ 
timate partner. What people 
usually don’t think of (at least 
right away) when they hear 
“domestic violence” is the 
pain and suffering caused by 
emotional abuse. 

Domestic violence takes 
many forms. While it does 
often take the form of physi¬ 
cal abuse, it can also happen 
in other capacities—abuse can 
be emotional, verbal, financial, 
or electronic. More often than 
not, some or all of these forms 
of abuse are happening at the 
same time. While electronic or 


verbal abuse might not seem 
as frightening as actual physi¬ 
cal violence, these types of 
abuse still cause major harm. 
Many of the women we see 
at Bethany House tell us that 
they would rather go through 
the worst physical abuse they 
can imagine than have to relive 
the emotional abuse they have 
experienced. While physical 
pain fades rather quickly, the 
scars of emotional abuse are 
much slower to heal. 

So what motivates a person 
to be abusive? People are abu¬ 
sive for the same reasons re¬ 
gardless of what type of abuse 
is happening. Abuse happens 
as a way for the abuser to gain 
and maintain power and con¬ 
trol over his (or her) victim. 
Sometimes they use physi¬ 
cal or sexual violence to do 
this. Other times, they control 
their victims in non-physical 
ways: they might intimidate 


and threaten the victim, or 
they might be verbally abusive 
towards her, telling her she 
is worthless and stupid. The 
abuser might control the victim 
by not letting her take charge 
of her finances. He might try 
to isolate her, so that he can 
be in control of the people she 
spends time with and what she 
does. Regardless of the type, 
all domestic violence is based 
on power and control. 

One person should not have 
all of the power in a relation¬ 
ship—they also should not 
feel that they deserve to have 
all of the control. A healthy re¬ 
lationship is one that is equal, 
with both people sharing re¬ 
sponsibilities and making de¬ 
cisions within the relationship. 
You should not feel afraid of 
your partner. You should be 
able to have discussions with 
your partner without being 
afraid that you will be pun¬ 


ished for having a different 
opinion. You will not always 
agree with your partner, and 
that is fine. That is healthy. 
What is not healthy is feeling 
as though your partner has 
control over your life. 

At Bethany House, we pro¬ 
vide services to women and 
men who have been in abu¬ 
sive relationships. We help 
them see that they deserve 
to be in control of their own 
fives and empower them to 
make their own decisions. No 
one ever deserves to be con¬ 
trolled or abused. If you are in 
an abusive or controlling rela¬ 
tionship, Bethany House can 
help at any time, day or night.

Before you quit reading 
this article and write off the 
possibility of ever compet¬ 
ing in a mini-marathon (let 
alone a full marathon) let me 
share some insight I think 
few people know: you can 
run seven miles or less and 
still be an official Derby run¬ 
ner. 

I’ve done it. 

The Derby Festival al¬ 
lows not just marathon and 
half-marathon entries to the 
race, but team entries. Three 
to five participants can enter 
the Team Challenge under 
an organization’s name, pay¬ 
ing one joint fee and divid¬ 
ing five legs of the full 26.2 


mile marathon course. The 
legs consist of two 5K legs 
(3.1 miles each), two 10K 
legs (6.2 miles each), and 
one 7.6 mile leg to round out 
the final stretch. 

These teams must be en¬ 
tered under an organization 
name, but the team members 
don’t all have to actually 
be with that organization. 
The year I participated in 
Team Challenge, a former 
Bellarmine track team mate 
asked me to run a leg with 
her work team. 

If you’ve ever gotten up 
early to run in a local 5K, 
you know the positive vibe 
that fills the atmosphere, 
even in bad weather. Lots of 
friendly faces surround you 
and words of encourage¬ 
ment. Before you know it 
you’ve managed such an ac¬ 
complishment before some 
people are even out of their 


PJs on a Saturday. It feels 
great. 

Now multiply that feeling 
by the 18,000 participants at 
the Derby Festival marathon, 
not to even begin counting 
the family, friends and fan 
club followings that wake 
up to cheer on those 18,000. 
Being a part of something so 
big and so positive is an ex¬ 
cellent experience. 

Find out for yourself. If 
training for 13.1 miles is too 
intimidating it’s time to rally 
your troops. We all know 
training with a team works 
out much better than trying 
to go it alone, but you bet¬ 
ter decide fast. Once the race 
reaches 18,000 registrants 
you’ll have to wait until next 
year.

As in years past, Hatter, in 
her eighth year as superin¬ 
tendent, has consistently re¬ 
corded the highest and most 
effusive praise from board 
members. 

Chairman Ken Coffman 
said that Hatter’s work has 
benefited the district. 

“I think our district has 
been headed in the right di¬ 
rection for the past several 
years. I don’t know of any¬ 
one else who could guide 
us any better than she has,” 
Coffman said. 

Vice-Chairman John Cox 
said that Hatter is a good fa¬ 


cilitator for board members. 

“I have to say that the job 
Mrs. Hatter does makes our 
job easier,” he said. “We’re 
lucky to have her.” 

Board member Michael 
Turner hailed Hatter’s work 
not only in the district but on 
the state level as well. 

“She exceeds pretty much 
in every area, but I’ve had a 
chance to get involved with 
the Kentucky School Board 
Association and I’ve met nu¬ 
merous superintendents and 
they all brag on Mrs. Hatter 
telling us that we’ve got one 
of the best superintendents 
in the state,” he said. 

Hatter was hired as su¬ 
perintendent in May 2003, 
assuming duties on July 1. 
Her first three evaluations, 
from Dec. 15, 2004 to Feb. 
8, 2006, on a scale of 1 to 
3 — with 3 being “exceeds 
expectations” — Hatter av¬ 
eraged 2.9. 

The formula was changed 
in 2008 to reflect a rating 
description of “meets stan¬ 
dard,” or “does not meet 
standard.” 

School board members 
were asked to judge Hat¬ 
ter’s performance based on 
seven criteria — community 
relationships, relationship 
with the board, business and 
finance, staff and personnel 


relationships, educational 
leadership, student achieve¬ 
ment, and personal qualities. 

Hatter, 55, a native of 
Casey County, taught fourth 
grade at Liberty Elementary 
School for 11 years and then 
served two years as assistant 
principal at LES. 

Before being hired as su¬ 
perintendent, Hatter was 
the instructional supervisor 
at the central office for 11 
years. 

In other business, the 
board: 

■ Heard Casey County 
Middle School Principal 
Kathy Fogle give an over¬ 
view of the programs and 
classes offered to students. 

Teachers are focusing on 
On Demand Writing, an area 
where students scored poor¬ 
ly last year. Also, another 
area of concentration is math 
“automaticity” where stu¬ 
dents learn to add, subtract, 
multiply and divide without 
thinking about it, or by rote. 

Math students have been 
regrouped as to skill level in 
order to help them with skills 
they need to master. 

■ Heard Director of Pupil 
Personnel Kevin Stephens 
say that Liberty Elementary 
had won the fifth and sixth 
months high attendance 
award with a 95.58 and 


95.77 percentage, respec¬ 
tively. In addition, Stephens 
said LES has been above 95 
percent all six months this 
year. The average attendance 
for the district for the sixth 
month stands at 94.80. 

■ Heard Hatter report on 
the following personnel ac¬ 
tion: 

Brenda Wilson was hired 
as a bus monitor and Chris 
Luttrell, Michael Coffman, 
and Brandon Mills were 
hired as bus drivers. 

At CCHS, Angie Mc- 
Queary was hired as an assis¬ 
tant softball coach and Karen 
Snow and Roberta Douglas 
were hired as cooks. 

At CCMS, Randal Wilson 
and Becci Wilson were hired 
as the volleyball and assis¬ 
tant volleyball coaches. 

Betty Huff was hired a s a 
cook at Walnut Hill Elemen¬ 
tary. 

The following substitutes 
were employed: Kelcie Mur¬ 
phy, Shirley Coffman and 
Melissa Taylor as instruc¬ 
tional assistants, Anita Harris 
as a teacher/instructional as¬ 
sistant, and Karen Cochran, 
Lisa Means and Jennifer

Governor announces introduction of expanded gaming bill

Calling it “the best way to 
keep hundreds of millions of 
dollars here at home,” Gov. 
Steve Beshear and Sen. Damon 
Thayer Tuesday announced 
their plan to introduce an ex¬ 
panded gaming bill in the Sen¬ 
ate today. 

The bill would authorize a 
statewide vote to amend the 
state’s constitution to allow ex¬ 
panded gaming in up to seven 
locations in Kentucky. 

“We’ve been debating this 
issue in Frankfort for more 
than 15 years. The citizens of 
our state are clamoring to have 
their voices heard,” Beshear 
said in a statement issued by 
his office. “Two recent polls 
show more than 80 percent of 
Kentuckians want to cast a bal¬ 
lot on gaming. Are we going to 
listen to them or not?” 

The bill would allow Ken¬ 
tucky voters to approve a con¬ 
stitutional amendment that 
would authorize up to five ca¬ 
sinos at racetracks and two at 
stand-alone locations at least 
60 miles from the nearest race¬ 
track. 

Revenue from the gaming 
facilities would be spent for 
job creation, education, human 
services, health care, veterans 
programs, local governments, 


public safety and support of the 
horse industry. 

“The time has come to let the 
people decide on the issue of 
expanded gambling,” Thayer, 
R-Georgetown, said. “This is¬ 
sue has been lingering in Ken¬ 
tucky for nearly two decades, a 
majority of Kentuckians wish 
to vote on it, and the time has 
come to give them that oppor¬ 
tunity.” 

Beshear and Thayer worked 
together for weeks to develop 
the bill and to build consensus 
support for it within the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

Sponsors of the bill in¬ 
clude three Republicans, Sen. 
Thayer; Sen. Carroll Gibson 
and Sen. Tom Buford; and five 
Democrats, Sen. R.J. Palmer; 
Sen. Perry Clark; Sen. Denise 
Harper Angel; Sen. Gerald 
Neal and Sen. Joey Pendleton. 

“A recent economic study 
showed that in 2010, Kentuck¬ 
ians spent $451 million on ca¬ 
sino gaming in our neighbor¬ 
ing states. That’s hundreds of 
millions of dollars that could 
be supporting our schools and 
building our roads - but in¬ 
stead it’s padding the budgets 
of Indiana and West Virginia,” 
Beshear said. “It’s time to keep 
Kentucky’s money here at 
home, and it’s time to let the 
voters have their say.” 


The expansion of gaming 
would bring millions of dol¬ 
lars in recurring revenue into 
the state budget without raising 
taxes, Beshear said. 

One recent economic study 
estimates that, under one sce¬ 
nario, expanding gaming at 
racetracks would bring in 
one-time license fees of $266 
million and $377 milli on in 
taxes annually into the General 
Fund. 

That kind of recurring rev¬ 
enue would have enormous 
positive impact for Kentuck¬ 
ians, Beshear said, noting that 
his current biennial budget pro¬ 
posal cuts most state agencies 
8.4 percent. These cuts are on 
top of prior cuts, some of which 
total more than 30 percent since 
2008. 

Beshear has characterized 
the budget as “inadequate,” and 
warned that without increased 
revenue, persistent genera¬ 
tional problems will continue 
to prevent the state from flour¬ 
ishing. 

With the infusion of gaming 
money, the state could increase 
funding for education, help 
universities lower the cost of 
tuition, or better fund service 
programs for our elderly - all 
without raising taxes or further 
painful cuts to other services, 
Beshear said.

Details such as where to put

“You continue to hear all 
kinds of arguments for and 
against allowing expanding 
gaming in this state,” Beshear 
said in his statement. “What 
you don’t hear, however, is 
one argument about why the 
people of Kentucky shouldn’t 
have a right to vote on it. That’s 
because there really isn’t a le¬ 
gitimate argument against that. 
The time for a vote is now.”
